ITS MANY ADVANTAGES. 

Jackson Park is now in the lead without 
question as a site. Its advocates claim many 
advantages for it. It has plenty of unim- 
proved ground on which the Fair can be 
located without interfering to too great an 
extent with the improved portion, and it 
has a frontage on the lake that will 
be of great value; both in the way of 
transportation and of aquatic displays. It 
can be reached easily by ail the railroads en- 
tering Chicago. True, many of them will 
have to cross various tracks, but even that, 
it is claimed, will be easier than to run all 
the freight in over the tracks of one compa- 
DY, as would have to be done on the Lake- 
Front, 

The Lake-Front is not absolutely defeated 
—no site will be absolutely defeated until the 
directors and the National commission have 
taken action—but it bas lost ground and is 
steadily losing it.

CHICAGO, May 19.—[Editor of The Tribune.]— 
Is it not about time for our people to examine 
carefully and disinterestedly into the merits and 
demerits of the Lake-Front plan for the Fair? 
After many months’ experience, under fire of 
criticism, we desire to state with all possible 
courtesy, but also ail emphasis, that not one of 
the objectors to our plan seems to have any real 
understanding of it, or of the facts on which it is 
basea. 5 

All we ask for it is a fair and full examination, 
and all we desire is that the very best plan for 
holding a greater World’s Fair than the world 
ever saw shall be the plan finally adopted, 
whether itis ours or any other. 

In splendid and gratifying contrast to the 
hasty conclusions of many, the action of the 
Board of Directors in calling for proposals for a 
site indicates that they are business-men of @ 

of discretion beyond cavil and capabie of 
handling the Fair. 

It they give our. plans and suggest‘ons, in- 
cluding those we have yet to submit, a complete 
and fair hearing, as we do not doubt they will, 
we will be satisfied with the result, whatever it 
may be. 

To the persons who have thought it well to 
cali 1di0tic and visionary, or scheming and mer- 
cenary, the ideas we have presented in the hope 
to benefit the Fair, the- eity, and the Nation, we 
would say, thatif we have read history aright, 
Christopber Columbus himself was  heraid- 
ed throughout his world as a visionary, and a 
knave, and a fool, but we believe that time has 
shown that impression to have been erroneous. 
Also only about three years ago M. Eiffel was 
ridiculed in almost every newspaper in the world, 
and his project for a tower pronounced visionary, 
impracticable, unscientifically plenned, and 
dangerous; yet no one will now deny that be has 
fairly won the admiration of the world as well 
as fortune by his success, while the success of 
the Paris Exposition was largely due to his 
triumph. | 

We believe our general plan is one that. if car- 
ried out, would enable Chicago also to command 
‘the admiration of the world in a manner fully 
befitting, and even in advance of, her already 
splendid reputation. If it is not, then we do not 
want it adopted. ; 

Nor do we want this site taken for the Fair un- 
less it be so used as not to lose the opportunity 
now afforded of securing to our people tne great 
permanent benefits we have proposed—namely: 
the moving of the railroad tracks and the crea- 
tion of a beautiful park in the heart of the city 
adorned with two orthree noble structures of 
artistic design devoted to publio instruction and 
advancement, thus laying the foundations of a 
civilization and culture commensurate with Chi- 
cago’s prosperity, and showing to tne world her 
earnest appreciation of things higher than any 
mere commercial success can attain. 

We believe that when our pian is fully com- 
prehendedand its possibilities and certainties 
fully canvassed it will be well understood that 
the directory, whatever other noveities they may 
secure, willin carrying out this plan achieve 
something greater for this Nation and this city 
than has ever been accomplished/by any World's 
Fair directory, and that it will x only surpass 
the Paris Exposition, as some of\ the most emi- 
nent architects and engineers hape thought, but 
that the whoie world will admire Chicago for 
having risen by its accomplishihent to the true 
grandeur of her task and of her victory.

ANTI-MONOPOLY REPUBLICANS MEET. 


Nebraska Politicians Issue Resolutions Ar- 

 frelgaing the Action of Katiroads. | . 
_ Liycoin, Neb., May 20.—[Special.|-~The 
Anti-Monopoly Republicans, numbering up- 
ward of 200, from a large portion of the 
State, metin this city at 8:30 tonight pursu- 
ant to call. Ex-Speaker Harlan was Tempo- 
rary Chairman and the Hon. D. M. Nettle- 
ton Permanent Chairman. Among the prom- 
inent Republicans in attendance were E. 
Rosewater, editor of the Omaha Se; Sena- 
tors Keckley, Sutherland, Manning, Polk, 
Lindsay, Raymond of the last Legislature, 
and a large number of members of the last 
House, besides prominent Republicans in 
Anti-Monopoly ranks. An immense railroad 
lobby was in attendance, and at midnight 
the convention was yet in session discussing 
the question of calling a Republican State 
Convention in case the State Committee 
should refuse to call one prior to July 8. 

The resolutions were prepared by E. Rose- 
water and they arraign the corporations for 
their political actions in the past, 
that’ they céase their dictation “in” ' 
which they pow control largely all depart- 
ments of ine State government. They ask 
that the wholesale issue of passes be prohib- 
ited by law with stringent penaities, and 
that the people demand of tne Legislature 
tue repeal of the appoiritive Railroad Com- 
mission that refuses to give relief in rutes, 
and that the Legisiature enact a mhximum 
freight bill as required by the Constitution. 
Upon the tariff question the resolution re- 
cites the pledges of the party and declares 
for a revision of the tariff Jaws to lower ana 
not to raise the revenue exacted at present, 
Further the tariff resolution calls upon the 
Congressional delegation to refuse to vote 
for the McKinley bill in its present form. 


GENEROUS OFFER MADE TO IOWA INDIANS 


To Give Every One Eighty Acres—$24,000 
to Be Divided Per Capita. ä 
Iowa Vn Len, Oxlahoma, May 20.— [Spe- 
cial.|—Thee commission today offered the 
Iowa Indians eighty acres in allotment to 
every head—man, woman, and child; $24,000 
to be divided up per capita; then in addiwon 
to this absolute bonus $30,000 per year for 
five years. This amount is three times 
the amount paid them for the cattie leases 
now. Then $30,000 for the next tive years, 
$24,000 for the next five years, $18,000 for next 
(fourth) five years,and $12,000 for next (fifth) 
five. They are promised that their property 
cannot be taken from them for twenty- 
five years. Neither is it lia- 
ble for debt in twenty-five years. 
At the end of twenty-five years, if the 
Indian chooses to sell, the parties buying 
must pay him, the Indian, cash. Old debts 
on accounts cannot be deducted from price 
of sale. Any Indian can select any eighty he 
or sne may choose, and if wey now be living 
on any eighty they are given the first 
right to select that particular 
eighty. Judge Sayre made this proposition 
about 4 o’clock p. m. today at the meeting of 
the second session. After the Indians had 
partaken of the peace feast, at high noon a 
whole ox was cut up and boiled and the In- 
dians ute it all. The Indians seemed in favor 


of this proposition, and the council adjourned 


at 7:20 to meet in the morning at 9. Col.

A CITY TREASURER SAID TO BE SHORT. 


Mr. Peake of HKaasas City Suspended. 
Pending an Investigation. 

Kawnsas City, Mo., May 20.—City Treasurer 
Peake was suspended from office at 6 o’clock 
this evening. a shortage of between $17,000 
and $20,000 having been discovered in his ac- 
counts. 

Mr. Peake was elected to office as a Demo- 
erat two years ago, and was reslected this 
spring. When a committee was appointed 
last week to examine Mr. Peake’s books 
no surprise was occasionea until it 
was noticed that the City - Treasur- 
er was devoting an extraordinary 
amount of time to his books and was calling 
in many of his personal loans. Mayor Hoimes 
and Controller Hobbs today made a hasty 
investigation into the Treasurer’s accounts. 
At 5:30 o’clock Mr. Peake was summoned to 
appear before them. The interview be- 
tween the tnree lasted an hour. When 
it was over the Mayor told the 
reporters that mne investigation of 
Mr. Peake’s account s showed a shortage of 
between $17,000 and $20,000, and that he had 
suspendea Mr. Peake trom office pending the 
official investigation to be begun tomorrow 
by the Council committee appointed a week 
ago.

Hereafter No Drinks Will Be Served Unac- 
companied by Food—Changes Made by 


the Liquor-Dealers to Meet the Require- 
ments of the Law-—Some Peculiar Bills 


of Fare—A Compiaiat from the Bar- 
tenders—A Big Fight te Be Made by the 


Saloonists. ; 


saloonkeepers are @ Weary Company tonight. 
The order doing away with public bars went 
into effect this morfing, and their ingenuity 
and physical ich have been taxed to the 
utmost to meet the ous emergencies that 
have arisen under me new régime. The 700 
possessors of the precious licenses have 
nearly ali given evidence of their desire to 
comply with the law. The police also have 
viewed any shortcomings today witha kindly 
eye, and the result has been that no arrests 
or flagrant violatiogs of orders have been 
thus far reported. 

The law briefly isto the effect that no in- 
toxicating drinks shall be served over public 
bars or unaccompanied by fvod. The law it- 
self is an old one, but never has any attempt 
been made hitherto to literally enforce it. 
The design of the pfovision was to convert 
the saloons into restaurants. The saloon- 
keepers have been working like beavers the 
last twenty-four bours makche needed 
changes. Where tte bars were wooden and 
inexpensive they have been removed alto- 
gether and tables and chairs substituted. 
Tue larger hotels, however, have simply 
inclosed their bars in 4 wire screening. 
Many are the devices resorted to. 
One store, the exterior of which was 
adorned with the sign in large letters: 
“Family Wine Store,“ appears now with 
still larger letters above the origiaal sign, 
Lunch Room.” very “Liquor Store 
pure and simple now 
One dealer took out His Dar and erected in 
place of it a fence, inst which he placed 
severai tables. He i to draw the beer 
behind the fence, it, over it, aud place it 

coming from behind 
the bar or going to expense of hiring one 
or two waiters. He was chagrined when he 
was told that he could not do ousiness in that 
way and that he would be obliged to re- 
move the tables orélse cease passing the 
liquor over the fen

This comes most vigorously from those deai- 
ers who have not the extra rooms required 
for tables and chairs and who do not relish 
hiring the additional waiters necessary. The 
bartenders are indignant, because they say 
it places them on a level witha common 
table waiter. 

Chairman Whiting of the Police Commis- 
sion said that the law would be strictiy en- 
forced as far ag they understood its. provis- 
ions. The interpretawon ofithe law will be 
called in when there is any déubt. Said Mr. 
Whiting: 

“It is very clear to the commission that 
the law prohibits sales of liquor over the bar, 
aud that provision we shall strictly enforce. 
As to what constitutes food and in what 
manner it must be served with liquor to com- 
ply with the law are questions which test 
cases alone will settle. Any deliberate 
violation of the known provis- 
ions of the Jaw will work a for- 
feiture of the license at once, butIdo not 
see why we should put into court every man 
whois honestiy trying tocomply with the 
law when one case will settle the matter. 
We have at least two dealers in mind whom 
we shall prosecute. Both of them know it 
and are willing that atest case shall be 
made. They have engaged eminent counsel 
too, and a big fight willbe made. One of 
these men is C. H. W. Sanborn; and the 
question to be settled there is whether a 
lunch counter over which liquor is served 
constitutes a bar. The other case is of a 
man who simply serves alunch at one side. 
The policy of tue commission will be to en- 
force the law as far as they know it, but not 
arbitrarily.”’ 


DEALERS DEFIANT AT TOPEKA. 


“Original Packages” Sold from Wagons in 
Front of the State- House. 

ToprreKka, Kas., May 20.— The dealers in orig- 
inal packages are becoming more and more 
bold and defiant. Today six of them hired 
three carriages. In the rear seat of each two 
of the saloon-men placed themselves. On 
the opposite side they placed kegs of beer 
and grouped around them original packages 
of whisky, brandy, and wine. On the 
seat beside the driver was placed 
a keg of beer, and on top of 
it a foaming glass of the beverage. Thus 
equipped they drove through tre principal 
streets of the city and finally halted at the 
entrance of the Capitol grounds and under 
the very shadow of the State House,.

The e Shore train 
that brought him in was twenty minutes 
late, and the omnibus which jolted him across 
town to the Wells street station was delayed 
by a man who wanted to go to Kansas Uity 
and got mtothe bus by mistake. But the

REMOVAL OF GARFIELD’S REMAINS. 


The Body Taken from the Cemetery and 
Placed in the Crypt of the Memorial. 

CLEVELAND, O., May 20.—[Specsial.]—The 
remains of the late President James Abram 
Garfield were quietly removed from the pub- 
lic vaultin Lake View Cemetery early this 
morning and deposited in «he crypt of the 
memorial which is to be dedicated to his 
memory on May 30. | 

When ail was ready Mr. J. H. Brown, the 
undertaker, drove his hearse to the ceme- 
tery with four or five assistants. Mr. J. 
Harris, the Superintendent of the cemetery, 
awaited him, and all proceedea to the public 
vault. 

Then came Col. William Edwards in his 
buggy, and was shortly thereafter followed 
by Mr. P. H. Babcock and ex-Congressman 
Townsend. Col. Edwards is Vice-President 
of the cemetery association and Mr. Babcock 
is on the Executive Committee of the 
Board of Trustees. Before these two 
gentlemen arrived, however, the casket was 
removed from its bier and placed upon the 
floor of the vault by Undertaker Brown and 
Mr. Harris. The screws were looséned and 
the massive cover ot the casket was taken 
off. Another metailic casket was found to 
be inside. The cover of that was taken off, 
too, and all thatis mortal of the martyred 
President was exposed to view. The body 
was found to be in a good state of preserva- 
tion and could be easily recognized. The hair

Charles E. Wallack, ex-President of the 
Lenox Hill bank, whois an insurance broker, 
said that Dec. 21 Corneil accused Pell of 
buying the bank on wind, and Pell, denying 
the charge, threw upon the table tne 505 
shares of Lenox Hill bank stock that Wig- 
gins had bougat in the interest of James A. 
Simmons, exclaiming: ' 

“ You see, we haven't used it to borrow 
money upon.“ 

To this Corneil replied: “That won't do,” 
but what he meant by the words the witness 
could not say. 

Then Mr. Wallack told of meeting Pell an 
Simmons on the night of Jan. 20 at tne St. 
Nicholas Club and of- receiviag from the 
former two checks, one for $22,000 and the 


other for $7,500, both drawn upon the Pen- 


ox Hill bank, and signed by Simmons. Pell 
gave them to him and told him to give them 
to the cashier of the Lenox Hill bank in 
payment for tne thirty-one bonds oved by 
him. As to his election, Wallack said that 
Peli tola him.

THE SUGAR TKUsT 16 ILLEGAL. 


The Courts Will Kefase to Enforce Such 
an Agreement. 

New Yorn, May 2.—/[Special.|—Judge 
Ingraham, in Supreme Court, special term, 
has sustainea the demurrer interposed by 
the Oxnard Bros.’ company (one of the mem- 
bers of the Sugar Trust) to the complaint of 
Heary Winthrop Gray, the receiver of the 
North River Sugar-Kefining company. This 
suit was brought by Keceiver Gray to have 
the trust deed declared illegal, to have the 
copartnership dissolved, ana for an account- 
ing of the assets and profits of the entire 
trust. It affected every member of the com- 
bine. His claim is that whe trust is in viola- 
tion of law and against public policy. 

The demurrer to the complaint, among 
other things, declared that the ver did 
not have legal capacity to bring such a suit, 
and, further, that the complaint did not 
state facts sufficient to constitute a cause of 
action. 5 

Judge Ingraham decides agalnst the re- 
ceiver, but gives him leave to amend his 
complaint. He says that the trust agree- 
ment is an illegal one, and the court has hald 
that it was created for an unlawful object, 
Such an agreement the courts will not en- 
force. The wrong ie a. continuing one, 
and is now doing harm to the peo- 
ple who are interested in suppress- 
ing it. While tue courts wil not 
lend their aid to the enforcement of an iiie- 
gal contract, he says, yet they will not allow 
the fact that ail tne parties before the courts 
are wrongdoers to be used as a weapon to 
secure the continuance of a public wrong.

Richard Vaux 1s in personal appearance, 
character, and history one of the most unique 
figures in American politics. In his youtn 
he knew Jefferson, and in dis early man- 
bood worshiped Jackson. Passing along 
the street he presents a striking picture, 
with ruffled shirt front, immaculate 

patent ileacher 
shoes tied with a oroad black silk ribbon, and 
a wealth of half brown, half siiver hair flow- 
ing in honal locks upon his shoulders from 
beneath a high silk ha. There areas many 
stories told of Vaux as of Lincoln, all of 
which are picturesque and characteristic, 
and most of them true. 

Mr. Vaux was born Dec. 19, 1816, in Phila- 
delphia. He was the first law student of 
Willham M. Meredith, and was admitted to 
the bar at the ageof 20. Gomg to Europe 
shortiy afterward, he took a — od of pw 
pers from John Forsyth, Secre . 
under President Van Buren, to the 
States Minister at the Court of St. James, 
Andrew Stevenson of Virginia. One of tne 


dispatches directed that the Secretary of the 


Legation should be sent to another post, and 
to fis surprise and despite his protest Minis- 
ter Stevenson made young Vaux Seretary of 
che Legation. He filled office. until the 
following year, when Benjamin Rush was 
sent out from the United States. 

In March, 1840, he was chosen a delegate to 
the convention which nominated Martin Van 
Buren for the Presidency. At (ne State Con- 
vention in Harrisburg tnere was a contest 
between the Van Buren and Johnson ele- 
ments, and in the committee appointed on 
resolutions to bring about harmony there sat 
togeiner Simon Cameron, Hendrick B.

The action of the Health Commissioner has 
been followed up by the Superintendent of 
Police, who, in an order issued yesteraay, di- 
rected patrolmen to strictly enforce the 
ordinance in reference to the disposal of 
garbage. This order is seriously intended. 
The whole matter is thus taken out of the 
hands of the worthless Healtn Inspectors, 
and there is no longer any excuse for retain- 
ing those funcuonaries. . 

Ald. Summer fleid visited the City-Hati yes- 
terday and expressed satisfaction that the 
authorities had been aroused. “I wil not 


call the special committee together for some

At the time of the adoption of the s80- 


uxn expressed the opinion that the act 
would prove worthless as a protection to the 
people, and this prediction has been ful- 
filled by the action of the courts in practi- 
cally invalidating the law. The language of 
the act was so extreme that it would make 
an ordinary business partnership an illegal 
combination. Without the slightest regard 
to fundamental legal considerauons the act 
sought to compel persons to give testimony 


| which would criminate themselves. The bill 
also provided that if any companies should 


fail to file within a certain time affidavits 
purging themselves of trustism the Secre- 
tary of State should proceed to revoke their 
charters. The revocation of a charter is a 
judicial act to be performed by a court after 
listening to testimony and hearing argu- 
ment, and the Legislature could not confer 
such authority on the Secretary of State. 
While there is urgent need for legislation 


-against trusts and trustism, the experience 


of Missouri proves how easily reckless legis- 


lators may overshoot the mark altogéther. 


Legislation against trusts to be constitution- 
al and effective must be kept within certain 
lines, and when these are overstepped no- 
body can be better pleased than the trust 
conspirators themselves. Laws like the 
Missour: act are worse than useless. They 
discourage the attempt to get effective and 
needed legislation to restrain monopoly. 


THE M’KINLEY BILL AND THE CONSUMER. 
What effect will the increased duties of 
the McKinley bill have on the consumers of 
the country? How much more in the aggre- 
gate will it force them to pay for the leading 
necessaries of life? When that has been as- 
certained, ana not till then, will it be possi- 
ble to see the extent of the harm it will do. 
The census report of 1880 gives the total 
value of all articies made that year into 
which wool entered, includwmg hats, carpets, 
knit goods, etc., as $340,000,000. Adding to 
this 10 per cent profit of wholesalers and 25 
of retailers, and the cost to the consumers 
was 468,000, 000. As the population has i- 


has kept pace with it, the total 
cost of the woolen homemade goods 
consumed this year would be $609,000,000. 
The value of the woolen goods im- 
ported during tne last fiscal year was 849. 
000,000, the duties on which were $34,000,000. 
The cost to the consumer, plus 3 per cent 
wholesalers’ and retailers’ profits, was there- 
fore $113,000,000. Hence the total cost to 
consumers of woolen goods, foreign and do- 
mestic, was $722,000,000. The duties on the 
woolen schedule are raised 20 per cent by 
the McKinley bill in order to give “ protec- 
tion,” the McKinleyites say, to individuals 
who have not present protection” enough 
to enable them to amass speedy fortunes. 
But if the cost of woolens to consumers is 
increased only 15 per cent the bill will take 
from them $108,354,000, or twice their net 
gain on cheaper sugar. On what grounds do 


for this enormous tax on their constituents? 
How will they justify on the stump such a 
record? 

The increased tariff duties on various ar- 
‘ticles and the administrative bill, which re- 
imposes the duties on packages and inland 
freights, will increase the cost to consumers 
from 10 up to 50 per cent. 

The total cost of cotton goods to be con- 
sumed this year is $380,888,000—$343,350,000 


addition of 10 per cent to the price paid would 
gouge the consumers out of $38,880,000. 

The total cost of silk goods to be consumed 
was $145,315,000, $72,039,000 having been im- 


The mcKinley bill would make consumers 
pay on 10 per cent advance $14,531,000 more 
for what has ceased to de a luxury and has 
become s necessity of the whole female pop- 
ulation of the United States. 

Cutlery and hardware to the value of 
$77,900,000 will be purchased in 1890. The 
heavy duties of tne McKinley bill on the six 
millions imported will establish combines 
and trusts and force up the price of the home.

‘With a present duty of a cent a pound on 
tin-plate the consumption of tinware in the 
United States this year will be $85,970,000. 
The McKinley bili proposes to raise the duty 
to 2.15 centsa pound. That will aad over 
$12,895.000 to the burdens of the American 
consumer. 

The vaiue of American made giass con- 
sumed this year will be $42,345,000, and of 
imported glass $16,889,000, tne total being 
$59,235,000. The extra McKinley tax on that 
will be $3,900,000. 

The total cost of linen goods to consumers, 
almost entirely manufactured abroad, will 
be $54,866,000. The 30 per cent rise on that 
will amount to $16,458,000. This rascally in- 
crease has been inserted in the bul to enable 
two or three Eastern manufacturers to make 
a short cut to big fortunes, while their dis- 
contented workmen go over to the Demo- 
cratic party to punish their bosses for not 
dividing fairly the piunder of consumers. 

The total paper bill of the country this 
year will be fully 6110, 000, 000. If the McKin- 
ley duties on wood puip, which needs no pro- 
tection, are allowed to stand, there will be an 
extra paper bill of ten millions, of which the 
newspapers and their readers will nave to 
stand a good part.

It is 
claimed that the advance in price and the 
importations of silver bullion are to be at- 
tributed solely to the prospect of the adop- 
tion by Congress of a free coinage bili or 
something that will approach it closely, 
thereby making this a silver money country 
lize China, India, and Mexico. Within the 
last three or four weeks every day has 
added to the proofs that this Congress will 
not adjourn without chauging the law 80 as 
to greatly enlarge the coinage of er, but 
the bullio market has not advan - 
ingly, but has shown a reaction right in the 
face of the most favorable reports from 
Washington.

With the assurance of liberal coinage legis- 
lation growing stronger day by day it would 
seem that there must have been other in- 
fluences at work to acooung for the sensitive 
state of the silver market. The expianation 
may be found perhaps in part not in anything 
relating to the Silver Coinage bill but in the 
propogition of the McKinley committee to 
put duties of 15 cents a pound on the silver- 
lead ores imported into the United States 
from Mexico and extensively used for fluxing 
purposes. The duty proposed is prohibitory 
and wiliexclude the ores aitogether. This 
in tarn would cause the suspension of work 
in many American mines which now havea 
small margin of profit and could not be oper- 
ated if smelting charges were advanced, as 
would certainly be the case if Mexican 
ores were excluded. Exclusion of flux- 
ing ores would probably stop work 


altogether in a number of smeiteries and 


shutdown enough mines to lessen greatly 
the production of silver and of course en- 
hance the price. After the agreement of the 
Republican caucus on a silver bill and the 
report of the McKinley committee the 
bullion market advanced strongly, buta re- 


action followed when marked hostility was- 


manifested to the silver-lead provision of the 
tariff bill. More votes were had in support 
of a motion to strike this provision from the 
tariff bili than in any other attack yet made 
on the scheme of the Ways and Means Com- 
mittee. In the debate in tne House Monday 
Congressman Hopkins of Illinois said there 
was a manip the gallery who would leave 
$1,000,000 richer if it was deciaed to retain 
the provision putting a duty on silver-lead 
ores. The proposition, although denounced 
as one for the mullionaires and the com- 
bines,” was sustained by the House, and 
the probability of its final adoption will help 
strengthen the silver market by reducing tne 
output of the metal. With a certainty that 
the coinage is to be greatly increaséd and a 
probability that tariff legislation will reduce 
the supply by compelling many mines to 
shut down the Colorado mine-owners and 
others not dependent on Mexican ores for 
fluxing purposes will bein a situation to com- 
mand greatly advanced prices for their 
product.

Until two years ago the Iowa Prohibitory 
law recognized the exclusive authority of 
Congress over foreign commerce and also 
the right of citizens of that State to import 
liquors for their own use. This statement 
may excite surprise in some quarters, and 
may be disputed, but the following from the 
receat “original package” decision of the 
Federal Supreme Court will show there is no 
room for controversy about the matter: 


Prior to 1888 the statutes of Iowa permitted 
the sale of foreiga liquors imported — the 
laws of the United States, provided the sale was 
by the importer in the original casks or pack 
agesand in quantities not less than those in 
which they were required to be imported. 


In other words, the Iowa law up to two 
years ago did not conflict with the Federal 
Constitution, and the Supreme Court now 
says nothing more than that certain audi- 
tions to the act made since 1887 are invalid. 
The principal change made in the Iowa law 
was the repeal of the provision authorizing 
the importauon and sale of liquor in the 
original package. Up to two years ago such 
a provision was part and parcel of the pro- 
hibitory system in Iowa, and the law seemed 
to be directed against public dramshops and 
not against the right of individuals to import 
liquor and use it in their nomes, Thousands 
of persons who used beer, wine, or other liq- 
nor themselves had nevertheless been in- 


, duced to codperate with the Prohibitionists 


in attempting to have the dramshops lecis- 
lated out of existence. Tne original Pro- 
hibitory law, which bore so heavily on tne 
saloon, and which recognized the right of in- 
dividuals to import liquors for their own use, 
Was in reality nothing more than an anti- 
@ramshop act, and the Prohibition ists seemed 
for a time to be content with it as such. Now, 
bhoweyer, tney declare “disastrous ” a decis-

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quires them to put tne law back into the con- 
dition in which they themselves had kept it 
up to two years ago. They are required also 
to put liquors imported into Iowa from other 
Stateson the same footing as though brought 
from foreign countries. 

The repeal of the provision as to importa- 
tion of liquors was not only a devarture from 


the original anti-cramshop policy sanctioned — 


by the people, but, as the Federal Supreme 
Court has since determined, it involved a vio- 
lation of the National Constitution. Equally 
indirect was the manner in which, the act 
pretended not to interfere with an individ- 
ual’s right to use liquor while endeavoring 
to make it impossible for him to obtain it. 
This sort of evasion will not serve any 
longer. Under the recent decision lowa has 
precisely tne same control over dramshops as 
she had until two years ago, and which up to 
that time seemed entirely satisfactory to the 
Prohibitionists. The Supreme Court now 
requires them to recognize the right of im- 
portation just as they did voluntarily prior 
to 1888, and before the attempt to wrest the 
law from its original purpose. Defeated in 
the indirect and evasive attempt to reach the 
drinker over the shoylders of common car- 
riers and liquor ers the Iowa Prohibi- 
tionists have appealed for legislation by Con- 
gress to make a square issue, and attempt to 
prevent the use of liquor as a beverage by 
the citizen for his own use at any time or 
place. This will simplify the issue and settle 


the question of personal liberty. 


A GLANCE AT CANAL HISTORY. 

Forty years ago the water routes were 
nearly the sole means of commercial com- 
munication in the interior of the United 
States. The steamboat was then in its glory 
as a means for passenger travel on lakes and 
rivers, and the more slow-going sailer or the 
snail-like barge were depended on for the 
carrying of merchandise where it was not 
done by wagon. Since then the develop- 
ment of the railroaa business has not only 
opened up vast areas not to be reached by 
the water routes, but has proceeded so far 
that it is crowding them out of their use- 
fuloess. The boatmen oa the Erie Canal 
find it hard work to compete with the 
railroad carrier, though they are now 
able to work free of toll. The charges 
on the Iilimois and Michigan Canal have 
been reduced one-half since the days before 
the war, when its annual traffic included 
8,640,000 bushels of corn, 1,145,000 bushels of 
oats, 77,800,000 feet of lumber, and yieided a 
revenue of some $200,000. At present nine- 
tenths of its tonnage is contributed by the 
stone boats which bring building materials 
from the quarries to this city, and half tne 
remainder is contributed by the Norton 
mills at Lockport. All else is cut out by 
close. competiuon on the part of the rail- 
roads, and especiaily the one that runs 
most nearly parallei with the canal, the boats 
on which are neariy worthless property in 
consequence, 

How much the latter wijl concede to draw 
away business from its old-time supérior and 
now rival is shown by a glance at the rates 
recently charged on lumber going over the 
Rock Island raiiroad. Three cents per 100 
pounds from Chicago to points along the 
canal and five cents to Peoria are low. But 
the rate to Geneseo was 16 cents, though that 
point is equidistant with Peoria from this 
city. But it is nearly a score of miles away 
from the canal, and that fact makes a big 
difference. Rates in the other direcuon are 
correspondingly depressed, so that corn can 
now be brought to Chicago from points on 
the lilinois River at two and one-haif and 
from canal points at two cents per bushel. 

Even the lake route bejween Chicago and 
the East is often pressed hard by the compe- 
tition of the iron horse, How much of a 
decline has been forced in that direction 
may be inferred by a glance at the figures of 
thirty-two years ago. a December, 1857, 
the railroads charged on the barrel of flour 
$1:75 from Chicago to New York and 81.90 to 
Boston. They then quoted 4 cents per 100 
pounds on grain to New York as an inside 
rate, claiming they could not pay charges 
and interest at anything liess than that. They 
have recently been content to carry grain at 
15 cents and flour at proportionate figures. 
And it is probabie that rate pays them as 
well as three times as much didathird of a 
century ago. It certainiy would if they had 
to pay interest only on the actual cash value 
of the road and equipment 

If anything else were needed to show the 
important influence exerted by the interior 
water routes in shaping the policy of the 
railroads it might be supplied by citing the 
demoralization in the latter in the North- 
west by the increasing competituon of the 
Lake Superior route to the seaboard, and in 
a smaller degree by the movement of corn 
down the Mississippi. And the bearish 
power of the canals is not to be despised. 
But the latter no longer pay sufficiently to 
warrant the expenditure of large sums in 
widening and deepening them for commer- 
cial purposes, still less for the digging of 
new ones. The deepening of the Illinois and 
Michigan Canal is necessary as a sanitary 
measure, and may bring some increase of 
transportation ad vantage, but the latter will 
only be incidental ana probably would not 
prove to be worth a tithe of the money ex- 
pended on the work.

ARE THEY TWO OF A KIND! 

All the Democratic papers in New York 
and the Democratic press in general througu- 
out the country have joined in a concentrated 
attack upon Seuator Quay of Pennsylvania, 
Chairman of the Repubiican National Com- 
mittee. They charge that he abstracted over 
$200,000 of the pubiic money from the Troas- 
ury of that State some years ago, gambied in 
stocks and lost it, and that he was only 
saved from the consequences of his act by 
Dou Cameron, Magee, and Wayne MacVeagh, 
who came to his financial rescue; that he 
gambled again and won and replaced the 
money. It is admitted every cent of it was 


restored, but that he refuses to resign his 


offices, This is one side of the picture. 

Here is the other. Republicans say, based 
on the charges of Democrats, that Col 
Brice, Chairman of the Democratic National 
Committee and Senator from Ohio, and 
originally a citizen of that State and now of 
Wall street, a professional stock-gambier, 
bought Coal-Oil Payne’s seat in the Senate of 
the Democratic Legislature, for which he 
paid big money. It is also charged that he 
evaded the payment of his taxes in Alien 
County, Ohio, for half a dozen years, thus 
defrauding the State Treasury of over $160,- 
000, not one cent of which has yet been paid 
back. The money which Quay is alleged to 
have taken from the Treasury has been re- 
turned; the money which Brice is alleged to 
have taken has not been refunded. 

The cases, it will be observed, are very 
similar. Both Quay and Brice are Colonels, 
both are National Chairmen, both are 
United States Senators, both are charged 
with the abstraction of about the same 
amount of public money, and the stories 
remain uncontradicted in each case. Quay 
maintains a persistent silence and will not 
explain anything, neither will he deny nor 
admit.

HOW WEST-SIDERS COULD KZACH JACKSON

It has been stated that if Jackson Park 


were chosen as the site for tne Fair one or 
two shore railroads would have a monopoly 
of the business of carrying persons to and 
from the grounds, and that whatever they 
might do they would. be unable to meet the 
demand on them. Such reasoning as this 
leaves out of the reckoning entirely the Fort 
Wayne road. That line, with its depot on 
the west bank of the South’ Branch at Mon- 
ros street, and running in the West Di- 
vision a mile before it crosses to the South 
Side, and which is now laying two addituon- 
al tracks on Stewart avenue to accommodate 
its suburban business, can easily get permis- 
sion to make a loop track which shall carry 
it to Jackson Park. When it has secured 
that privilege it will be in a posiuwon to fur- 
nish quick and cheap transportation to toe 
Fair to a multitude of West-Siders. With 
few exceptions all the West Side cable 
and horse car lines coming from 
the northwest, west, or southwest 
pass within a block or so of a spot 
where a Fort Wayne train can be taken. 
It will not be necessary for the West-Siders 
to cross the South Branch to take a steam- 
car; they can be accommodated in their own 
division. The same Fort Wayne road will 
also meet the requitements of the immense 
populauon lymg south of Twenty-second 


| street and west of Clark who do not want 


to go east to the cable-cars. Nor must it be 
forgotten that tne Fort Wayne operates the 
Pan Handle road, waich runs on Kinzie 
street to Rockwell street, just west of West- 
ern avenue, and then south on Rockwell 
through the Seventeenth, Eleventh, and

COMMANDER M'CaLLa’s SENTENCE, 

The sentence passed by court-martial upon 
Commander McCalla of the Enterprise was 
deserved ana not severe enough. He was 
found guilty on ali of the charges brought 
against him, and these charges included: 

Suriking anothea, person in the navy; inflicting 
improper punishments; maltreatment of per- 
song subject to his orders; con uct unbecommg 
en officer of the navy, and violation of the 
artiele requiring bim to read to the ship’s crew 
at proper intervals the articles for the govern- 
ment of the aavy. 

The sentence, which the Secretary of the 
Navy has approved, is suspension from rank 
and duty for three vears, during which time 
he loses half his pay and ail opportunities 
for promotion. 

The charges brought against Commander 
McCalla were much more severe than those 
upon which Lieut. Steele of the army was 
recently tried in this city. This is nearly 
always the case, for naval officers are more 
inclined to be harsh in their discipline and 
despotic in their treatment of men, not nec- 
essarily because sailors are harder to gov- 
ern than soldiers, but because the opportuni- 
dies are more favorable for it in the navy 
than in the army. The latter is always in

Cauirornia is moving vigorously in the 
matter of having a distinctively State ex- 
hibit at the World's Fair. The people there 
are of the impression that they may never 
again have a Fair so near them, ana bence it 
is for their interest to improve the oppor- 
tunity to the utmost. They want plenty of 
space to erect a California building, as well 
as ample and handsome representation ia 
the general exhibit, and they propose to 
send 100,000 of their own people to see it.

But the next three months 
may go far towards placing the crop out of 
the way of harm from this cause and also 
give to the people of that region reason for 
rejoicing over a much better yield of other 
cereals than has hitherto fallen to their lot. 
One of the best facts in the improved pros- 
pects of the Northwest is tho greater diver- 
sification of crop culture which has been in- 
spired by the idea that it was not well to de- 
pend altogether on wheat.

The fine-cut tobacco manufacturers were 
represented by P. Lorillard of New York, 
Dr. Spence of Cincinnati, A. C. Marshall of 
Dayton, O., Oren Scotten, J. T. Lowery, C. 
D. Hull, and T. C. McGraw of Detroit. They 
wanted the committee to forbid the use of 
wooden pails and packages for packing fine- 
cut tobacco, as they were frequently refilled 
by retailers with inferior grades. 

Representative Farquhar of New York in- 
troduced John B. Manning of Buffaio, H. C. 
Cullen and Mr. Irwin of Osw represent- 
ing the maltsters ot New York State, who en- 
tered a vigorous protest inst the propodsi- 
tion to increase from 10 per cent to 30 per

The committee also 
submitted a budget of recommendations in 
response to overtures and they were sep- 
arately considered and adopted. 

REPORT OF Hou MISSIONS. 

The standing Committee on Home Mis- 
sions submitted its report through its Chair- 
man, the Rev. Dr. Henry S. Little of the 
Presbytery of North Texas The following 
is the general summary of the main feat- 
ures: Missionaries, 1,701; missionary teach- 


ers, 861; additions on profession of faith, 


6,795: on certificates, 7,691; membership, 
100,778; in cengregations, 151.308; adult 
baptisms, 3.844; infant baptisms, 5,031; 
number of Sunday-schools organized, 
578; number of Sunday - schools, 
2.516; membership of gee ting’ or” 160,- 
111; church eaifices, 1,751; value, $4,657,037; 
built during the year, 151, valued at 6307. 681; 
repaired and enlarged 321 and valued at 666, 
175; church debts canceled, $161,838; 
churches self-sustaining this year, 30; 
churches organized, 230; pa@rsonaces, 264; 
vaiued at „684. Addresses were made 
by the Revs. Drs. Thompson, Irvin, Wallace, 
Hill, and Kendall, after which the report 
was adoptea. 

The Kev. Dr. William Irvin, one of the 
Corresponding Secretaries of the Seaboard 
of Missions, spoke to the report. He re- 

retted that the contributions during the 
ast year to the society were less than in 
some other years. The synodicai aid fuod is 
$28,000 behind. Constant appeais are making 
to the board for aid which can not be re- 
sponded to because the churches do not come 
up with the desired liberality. 

The Rev. Dr. C. L. Thompson of New York 
made a rousing appeal for the raising of the 
amount required to hft the load from the 
shoulders of the Home Mission Board. The 
Rev. Edwin S. Wallace of Aberdeen, 8. D., 
spoke of the benefits which home missions 
had been to the people there and the rise of 
Presbyterianism, which, he said, if nour- 
ished a few years longer would be able to 
assist the board in its work. The Rev. Dr. 
Robert W. Hill of Indian Territory spoke of 
the great work which had fallen upon 
the board during the last year in Oklahoma, 
where 15,000 people had rusbed in to possess 
the new territory. Numerous new commu- 
nities will be developed 2 the present 
yeur to be cared for by the Home Mission 
Board. The Rev. Dr. Henry Kendall, the 
senior corresponding secretary, told 
of the benefit borne by contributions 
during three years in Los Angeles, whe 
now are several self-sustaining churches. In 
Tacoma, Wash., the beginning in sustaining 
a single church at its inception has resulted 
in buiidiug up several churches, In Chicago 
the Presbyterians hoped during the present 
year to build six or seven churches. The 
recommendations of the committee regard- 
ing a special collection for home end foreign 
missions in June were adopted; also for a 
special collecuon by Sunday-schools; also re-

RIGHTS OF THE STATES. 


DISCUSSED IN THE SENATE IN THE 
DEBATE ON THE WILSON BILL, 


Senator Vest Opposes the Measure on the 


Ground That Congress Cannot Delegate 
its Power of Vontrolling _ Inter-State 
Commerce to Any State—Senator Ed- 
munds Thinks the Supreme Court Will 
Change Ite Views on the “ Original 
Package” Question. ead 

Wasutncton, D. C., May 20.—In the Senate 
today Mr. Stanford introduced a bil! for loans 
on lanas, and said that he would hereafter 
address the Senate on the subject. It pro- 
vides for the establishment of a land-loan 
bureau in the Treasury Department. 

The Senate then proceeded to consider the 
bill reported from the Judiciary Committee 
subjecting imported liquors to tne provisions 
of the laws of tire several States. Mr. Wil- 
son of lowa, who had introduced the bill in 
the first instance and nad afterwards re- 
ported it back, addressed the Senate 
in explanation and advocacy of it, 
stating that it was made necessary by the re- 
cent devision of the Supreme Court on that 
subject. It was a response to the suggestion 
contained in that decision that Congress 
could permit the exercise of the restraining 
power of a State; and it was for the purpose 
of giving that permission that the bill had 
been introduced and reported. The effect of 
it would be to leave each State to’ de- 
termine for itself what its policy should be 
in regard to the trafilic in intoxicat- 
ing liquors. Under that decision 
of the Supreme Court the 
State of Iowa could not prevent the citizens 
of other States or the subjects of Great 
Britain, France, or Germany from sending 
intoxicating liquors into Iowa, and having 
them sold therein the original packages by 
agents. At the present time original pack- 


age saloons were being organized in his State. 


The package might be a pint or a half pint of 
whisky or a keg or a bottle of beer. It was 
to put a stop to such practice and to recognize 
in every State the power to regulate its own 
internal police that the bill was reported. 
MR. VEST OPPOSHS THE BILL. 


Mr. Vest said thay as a member of the 


Judiciary Committee he had not been able 
to agree with the majority in reporting the 
bill, because it would sweep away the ex- 
clusive jurisdiction of the United States over 
inter-State commerce. What had the Su- 
preme Court decided? It haa decided em- 
phatically by a majority of its Justices that 
alcoholic stimulants were an article of inter- 
State commerce and that the power to regu- 
late commerce among the States and with 
foreign’ nations was an exclusive power 
vested in Congress by the Constitution. The 
intimation that Congress might delegate 
to a State that power was contained 
ma mere obiter dictum of that 
decision. He (Mr. Vest) contended that it 
could not be done. The Supreme Court had 
decided that the power of Céngress over 
inter-State commerce was an exclusive 
power and could not bedelegated. If it could 
be delegated in regard to one article of mer- 
chandise (aicohol) it could be delegated as to 
any other article—wheat, corn, rice, oleo- 
margarine, etc. Was the Senate going to 
make that new depurture? Was it, on a 
mere dictum of the Supreme Court, going to 
tear down the barriers of the Constitution! 
On this voint Mr. Vest sent to the Clerk’s 
desk and haa read a report of the Judiciary 
Committee in the last Congress laying down 
the principie for which he contended. 
THE MINORITY REPORT. 

Mr. Ingalis and Mr. Edmunds called for 
the reading of the minority report (and it 
was read), dissenting from che views of the 
majority, and signed by Messrs. Wilson of 
Iowa, Ingalis, munds, and Hoar. This 
minority report had been accompanied by a 
bill to provide that the payment of any im- 
post or excise tax should not exempt the im- 
porter of the article from lability to the laws 
of a State. . 

Mr. Vest resumed his argument against 
the pending bill. The real question, he said, 
was whether Congress could delegate a 
power vested in it by the Constitution to any 
State or to any numberof States. He be- 
liéved that it could not. To do so would be 
to destroy the inter-State clause of the Con- 
stitution and all the purposes for which it 
was enacted. Sofar from having. any uni- 
formity, there would be in that case diversity 
and hostility. Missouri would shut out one 
article of inter-State commerce, Kansas un- 
other, Iowa #hother, and South Carolina an- 
other, and so on, until there would be chaos 
from one end of the Union to the other. 

He would now, be said, state what was the 
overwhelming consideration with him. If 
this bill were passed it would open up oppor- 
tunities for a successive series of suck bills, 
just as the emergencies or opinions of differ- 
ent States might call for that sort of legisla- 
tion. The Senate was now asked to enter 
the domain of inter-State commerce, vested 
exclusively in Congress. He asked Senators 
to pause before they turew that question into 
the arena of Congressional debate. 

Mr. McPherson asked Mr. Vest whether 
the right to import an article implied the 
right to sell it. 

r. Vest replied in the affirmative, and 
quoted from whe decision of Mr. Justice Mat- 
thews of the Supreme Court in the case of 
Ward against Maryland to that effect. 

MR. HOAR’S ARGUMENT. 

Mr. Hoar argued in favor of the bill. If 
the bill were not within the legislative power 
ot Congress then there was no more misera- 
dle nation on the face of the earth than the 
United States. He supposed that there did 
not exist a community anywhere where the 
danger of permitting the unrestricted sale of 
intoxicating liquor was not recognized and 
guarded against by public authority. Unless 
what was proposed in this bill (or something 
equivalent) could be done it would de tne 
law in the United States for all future time 
(unless the Constitumon were amended in 
that respect) that any person living in an- 
other State or in a foreign country could send 
intoxicating liquors into any State and dis- 
pose of it there through his agents, and that 
it should not. be competent for any State 
authority to prohibit it. 

CUR1OUS STATE OF AFFAIRS. 

Mr. Edmunds remarked upon it as a very 
curious and interesting circumstance that a 
condition of things had been reached when, 
according to the debate and according to the 
yudgment’of the Supreme Court, the States 
had no power to deal with the subject, and 
Congress had no power to deal with :t. 

The result was that there was in every 
man in any State an inherent, indiviaual, 
personal right to carry into another State 
what that State might consider injurious to 
its safety, there to sell it; and that Congress 
had no power to stop it, and that the States 
could not stop it unless the Congress 
gave them that power. It was only 
necessary to state such a proposition 
to show that somewhere, eitherin the Su- 
preme Court or in the Senate, there was a 
fault in the logic of somebody. He did not 
feel over-persuaded or put in a box by what 
the Supreme Court had said. It might 
change its opinion next year and say that the 
rule should be the other way. He did not 
feel embarrassed by the fact that the Su- 
preme Court had taken the longest step ever 
taken within a hundred years in the Kepub- 
lic towards the centralization of power— 
somewhere, either in the Supreme Court or 
in Congress. He did not believe in the cen- 
tralization of power. He believed in its 
segregation and separation in every re- 
spect. 

After further discussion the bill went over 
without action; and the Senate proceeded to 
the consideration of resoluuons offered by 
Mr. Cameron in respect to the memory of 
the late Representative, William D. Kelley of 
Pennsylvania. Remarks in eulogy of the 
character and public services of Mr. Kelley 
were made by Senators Cameron, Morrill, 
Reape . Sherman, Hampton, Hawiey, and 
Daniel. 


At the close of the eulogies the Senate, as 
a further mark of respect to the memory of 
Mr. Keliey, adjourned.

Record (Dem.)|—Speaker Reed is proud of

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JUDGE TULEY TAKES ATTORNEYS 
SUTHERLAND AND ROBY TQ TASK. 


He Decides Against the Lawyers in Two 
Noted Cases, in Each of Which They 


Were in Litigation with Clients—The | 


Gas Trust Litigation—Delay to the Cly-

Judge Tuley in deciding the well-known suit of 
Selah Keeve against Lawyer Thomas J. Suther- 
land yesterday held that Sutherland while acting 
as Reeve's attornsy procured the assignment to 
himself of the former's $150,000 claim upon the 
Great Western Telegraph company by fraud ana 
imposed upon the court in having this assign- 
ment confirmed. Sutherland is allowed a lien 
on half the claim he purchased from persoas to 
whom Reeve assigned it in trust, but the title to 
the claim is decided to be in Reeve and Suther- 
land is ordered to account to bim betore a 
Master. 

Lawyer Roby was also given a legal castiga- 
tion by Judge Tuley. The suit of the Colehours 


against Roby involves the Town of Colehour. |: 


The court said: 

The gross charges of fraud as to Roby hav- 
ing stolen the declaration of trust, forged the 
deed from W. H. Colehour, and offered to betray 
his client, Gen. Clark, were evidently malicious- 
ly made with intent to injure him professionally. 
Solicitors, however, must be made to know that 
when drawn into professional and confidential 
relations with parties, whether by retainer or 
business connections, they cannot acquire an ad- 
verse interest in the property or subject matter 
of the property even though no actual fraud be 
intended.“ 

It was held, contrary to Roby's dental, that he 
was the legal adviser of the Colehours, and there- 
fore could not buy up judgments and take a deed 
of the property for his personal use. His claim 
to being the owner of all the property absolutely 
was denied. He was held to entitled to onl 
a one-fourth pert, and the deed as far as C. W. 
Colehour is concerned is set aside.
